with slightly lighter golden silver gray toning on the highpoints. The surfaces are a bit uneven thanks to the very crude method of manufac- 
ture, but there is no corrosion and only a few trivial contact marks. A faint vertical wave down the left side of the obverse (the NE side) has 
been used to instanti identify this specific example for over 100 years. As with all the NE Shillings, each punch was applied separately to the 
planchet, and they were offset so the second stamping did not affect the first. That offset is about 180 degrees on this example. Both 
punches are strong but a bit unevenly impressed into the planchet leaving the top of the NE and right edge of the XII soft while the rest is 
dear. The edge of the planchet is sightly beveled on the lower right of the obverse and left of the reverse, as struck, but there is no evidence 
of post-strike clipping. The die crack or chip at the left top of the X is bold and the die line slanting from the bottom of the E in NE is dear. 
These two features are obvious, and that makes attributing the die variety a relatively simple task. Only 5 examples are known af this die 
combination, and this piece is considered by many to be finest of the 3 available to collectors (the other 2 are held in the collections of Yale 
University and the Massachusetts Historical Society). NE Shillings were the first coins minted in what was called the "English Americas," so 
their historical importance to the numismatic history of the United States can not be overstated. They were authorized by the Massachusetts 
General Court in 1652 and were struck in Boston under the supervision of the Mintmaster, John Hull. Only a few dozen of all die combinations 
have survived, and a large percentage of those are impounded in museum collections. This extremely rare die variety comes with an impres- 
sive provenance that can be traced back more than 100 years.

Patterns were struck with this mysteri- 
‘ous metal nickel and it was discovered that it was dread- 
fully hard and not that conducive to coinage, literally 
breaking dies. In the end a blend of 25% nickel and 75% 
copper was selected for the new Flying Eagle cent. When 
these initial 1856 Flying Eagle cents were released the pub- 
lic loved them. Later when the 1857 Flying eagle cents 
entered circulation people lined up for blacks to buy them. 
At long last the cumbersome era of pocket bursting Large 
cents came to an end, These rare and desirable 1856 Flying 
Eagle cents led the charge and remain one of the most col- 
lectible coins of the United States.

The present offer- 
ing is one of two seen by NGC at this grade level, but none are finer. It is notworthy that the other PR-64 PCGS Cameo example, while no 
doubt exceptional in its own right, does have a rather prodigious lintmark on the reverse, perhaps a strike through, which can be viewed on 
the CoinFacts website. 


1869 was such an important year in history, one important fact on gold coins of this year involves President Grant. One of Grant's shirt tail 
relations (Grant' s brother-in-law Abel Corbin) decided it would be useful to corner the gold market, and in the process make a whole lot of 
money. Corbin earned time with Grant and told him to withhold all the United States gold reserves and keep them off the market, then with 
this inside information Corbin and his co-conspirators (James Fisk and Jay Gould) bought up all the available gold on the market. Lite was to 
be had as the monetary disruptions from the Civil War continued and most of the gold coinage remained in hoards. This drove up the pre- 
mium of gold coins relative to the greenback dollars in circulation. Gold soon carried a 30% premium at market as to when Grant took office 
a few years before, The demand for gold forced the price to rise rapidly as others jumped on the bandwagon to easy profits. Meanwhile, Pres- 
ident Grant learned of the scheme he had inadvertantly allowed, and pulled the plug by selling tons of Treasury gold into the market, roughly 
S^ milion dollars worth. The premium of gold to greenbacks plummeted. Corbin was financially destroyed, but Gould and Fisk barely escaped 
the selling deluge. Investigations into the corruption were complex. In the end Grant survived in his presidency, but just barely. Looking at 
this Gem Cameo Proof eagle can often lead one into the immense history of the era, and the tidal forces that were ever changing the sandy 
coast of the politics of 1869. Pop 2; none finer at NGC . (PCGS # 88464)

This prize is destined to be a major centerpiece in any advanced 
collection. 


The overall mintage for this date was tiny as demand fell way off for new coins in this era. 
This was caused by countless hoards of coins coming back into circulation beginning in 1879 
and later as the United States finally worked through the monetary indigestion that developed 
during the Civil War. As the storm clouds of war gathered and burst into rage in 1861, coins of 
all sorts were hoarded as precious metal coins might be later needed for the most important 
transactions, and the uncertainty of the time meant that the usual gold and silver coins might 
mot be available. As the population panicked over the spectre of war, the coins in circulation 
disappeared into hoards, Soon a variety of coinage substitutes were flooding the channels of 
commerce, fractional currency, Civil War tokens, new paper currency known as Greenbacks 
and other types of circulating medium were created to replace the hoarded gold and silver 
coins. Gold could stil be purchased as the war unfolded, but at an increasing premium to the 
paper dollars that soon became the primary circulating medium. Gold continued to trade well 
above the stated "par" value (of the paper dollar) well after the Civil War ended, and many 
years later—in fact not until 1879 did the premium finally disappear between the value of gold 
coins and paper dollars. Thus the hoarded gold (and silver) coins came back into circulation 

as the uncertainty and premium for metal over paper, had passed. So many coins returned to 
Circulation, that they flooded into the Post Offices and other government facilities, and demand 
for new coins from the mints collapsed.

Few collectors have a chance to own one of the $4 coins because of their lofty value, and the 
present example wil certainly please one lucky bidder who finally gets to show off this prized rarity 
after winning it in our auction.

Add to this fact that the issue of 1866 was 
the first to display the new Motto of IN GOD WE TRUST on the reverse, and the impecible quality and you have a sure winner. From a point in 
history, 1866 was the first year af peace after the devastating Civil War which ravaged many of the Southern, Eastern and Central states of this 
‘country. Rebuilding and recovery would take more than a generation, particularly in the South. Hence, few collectors were focused on obtaining 
and keeping such a coin, and based on the certification data at least a few of these 1866 Proof half eagles entered circulation for a time. Thus 
finding one so exceptional is truly an event. 


The combination of the PCGS and NGC data yields no more than 14 individual specimens (4 of which are mishandled Proofs with circulation 
evidence), and it is virtually certain that some duplication exists between thoes numbers. Two other exampless are impounded, one at the.

This is an historic opportunity to purchase one of the 
finer examples of this prized rarity. After all, only 30 were minted in the Proof format and from that original issue no more than 10-12 
survive today. One is impounded in the Smithsonian, that being a lovely PR-63 Cameo example that was obtained in the year of issue for the 
National Numismatic Collection. 


The auction record for this particular date offers some insight into its rarity, a similarly graded PCGS PR-65 was sold in August of 2007 for 
$138,000 with a notation in the catalog that the coin clearly had Deep Cameo contrast by the then current standards but was housed in an 
‘der generation PCGS holder issued prior to the use of this designation by that grading service on gold Proofs. Today it is possible that coin 
js now one of the other PCGS PRES Deep Cameo or PCGS PR66 Deep Cameo examples that are reported in their Census but there are no 
auction records in either grade. The present coin being offered does not appear to have been auctioned in the last 25 years from a review 
^f all recorded sales noted in CoinFacts. There are currently 15 grading events recorded between the combined data of PCGS and NGC 

for Proof 1866 Eagles, with duplication almost certain in those numbers. One of these is impaired at Proof 53, and when examined most 
‘examples exhibit either Cameo or Deep Cameo contrast. It would seem likely that not more than 10 examples are available to the collecting 
public of this date in Proof. 


1866 saw the introduction of the Molto on the reverse which states IN GOD WE TRUST placed on a raised ribbon above the eagle. This 
Motto was adopted to all coins large enough to display it. Thus, this is the first year of a new type, which adds to the appeal. These were 
also struck right after the Civil War had ended, and collector orders were ow in that bleak time. While the data records two or three coins 
that are PR66 it is not known if these represent one, two or possibly three coins. Further research will resolve this mystery in time as photo- 
graphs of the known pieces are available when they are sold publicly. The present coin is clearly a very high end example, and a coin which 
deserves a strong price for its elegant quality and pristine surfaces. For future identification there s a tiny speck below the second star and a 
Short curved int mark nearly touching the upper serif of the 1 Boldly struck and untoned.

to the original concept of the designer Augustus Saint-Gaudens intentions. Known technically as 
Judd-1774, these are actually patterns, but were produced in sufficient numbers (ike the $4 gold 
Stellas) so they are widely collected today as part of the regular series of Indian Eagles. However, 
after striking and examining these 500 coins, it became obvious to mint officials that they would 
not stack properly in a uniform fashion, which is a requirement for modem coinage of the 20th 
Century. Thus, some modifications had to be taken ta reduce the Wire Edge feature and give 
these coins some kind of defined rim, which would allow for proper stacking. although the original 
mintage was not recorded, a letter from Henry Chapman to John Garrett from 1908 provides 

the mintage of 500 pieces, a number which is borne out in the population data seen today and 

Js likely close to the mark as Chapman had many close ties with the Philadelphia Mint. Most of 

the examples known are considered Uncirculated (although these patterns should be considered 
Proofs), although a few apparently sipped into circulation for a time. Ownership of an example is 
simply required for any serious numismatist of this series, and these represent an integral part of 
the transformation from the concept of Augustus Saint-Gaudens to circulating coinage by the end 
of 1907. 


Saint-Gaudens wanted a simple, elegant design for the eagle and double eagle. He reserved the 
full striding figure of Liberty for the larger $20 coin. Thus, a classical bust of Liberty would be 
required for the $10 coin, at the virtual demand of his frend and confidant President "Teddy' 
Roosevelt, an Indian headdress was included on Liberty's head, neither logical nor realistic, but 
a requirement nonetheless to appease the powers that be. The obverse design was elegant and 
simple; thirteen stars were placed as rim fortifications along the upper half of the obverse, the 
only letters were a small LIBERTY placed on her war bonnet. The date 1907 is located below her 
truncation. 


The reverse design is somewhat crowded by the requirements of the day, a standing eagle stares 
fixedly to the left, above is UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, behind the eagles back is E PLURIBUS 
UNUM and below is TEN DOLLARS. Tiny mintmarks, when applied, reside to the left af TEN. The 
only remotely open space on the coin is before the eagle's proud breast, which soon became the 
location of the Molto in 1908! Nevertheless, these elegant coins remain one of the most popular 
designs struck for circulation, and holding one of these in your hand gives one a glimpse into the 
greatness of that era. 


While not the absolute finest from a technical grading perspective, the quality here nudges close. 
to the gem level, and this historic and handsome coin wil always represent a fleeting peek of the 
‘granduer of the Roosevelt era. Rich golden toning. Only 500 minted. Pop 3; 90 finer (PCGS &

1907. Rolled Edge. PCGS graded CAC Approved: This is one of the great rarities of the 20th Century, After the stacking 
failure of the 1907 Wire Edge coins this revised design was implemented, employing the same triangular stops before and after the words on 
the reverse, with the inclusion of a thick rim at the edge of both dies, allowing for better stacking. However, after a rather large mintage of 
between 20,000 and 34,100 pieces, production was halted. Mint Engraver Charles E. Barber did not like this design and pointed to the fact 
that certain areas tended to not strike up well, notably the hair over Liberty's ear and portions of the eagle's wing and trailing leg and claw. 
Mint Director Frank Leach agreed with Supeintendent John H. Landis that these coins did not meet their quality standards and ordered them 
‘melted. Only 42 pieces were released. Charles E. Barber then set to task to stengthen certain areas of the master hubs and place his own 
stamp on Saint-Gaudens work. Barber strengthened the feather ends, omitted the triangular dots, moved one of Liberty's curis to encroach 
the IBE of LIBERTY and altered the shape of the branch in the eagle's caw. Although the result was sharper feather ends, the central fea- 
tures continued to show sofiness on both Liberty and the eagle once the Barber revisions went into production. 


For many years these Rolled Edge coins were considered a pattern issue (1-175), but with the prodigious mintage and intention for circula- 
tion, these technically were not patterns at all but simply an intial production run which was found to not meet up to standards. In due 
‘course these coins were not generally released to the public or circulation. Many examples exist of abrupt changes to initial coin designs, 
specially when the conceptual designs were created by artists from outside the Mint. Professional jealousies run deep, and most of the 
Mints employees don't favor outsiders designing coins. Furthermore, the practical issues of coin design often get in the way of concepts, 
such things as how well a coin functions in a vending machine often cause heartaches for designers and modifications to artistic concepts. 
Exemples include Christian Gobrecht's initial design of the half dime and dime of 1837 without obverse stars, the Drapery issues of the next 
few years, the 1913 Buffalo nickel which was changed midyear to stand on more defined and solid ground, the 1921 Peace dollar in high 
relief which was modified. Needless to say the Standing Liberty quarter had more than its share of changes to its 15 years of production. 
These changes are often necessary, and are part of the fascination to this hobby. 


The Rolled Edge coins are considered close to the original Saint-Gaudens design, with the minor addition of the rim, but their central striking 
softness became their undoing and provided an opportunity to make modifications to the details of the concept. These 42 or so coins repre- 
sent high point in our coinage, which of course had to be chisled down to a more workaday style that would endure circulation and would 
Strike up well enough under the constraints of the coining press. These Rolled Edge coins remain one of the most popular and elegant of the 
20th Century and their rarity remains legendary. Possessing one of these places any collection into the catagory of greatness that will long 
be remembered.

That particular coin 
was last sold by Stack’s In October of 2004 for $718,750 and has not been seen at auction since that time. This coin being offered now, was not 
known to most of the numismatists of this generation, and had never been certified until just prior to this auction. It is the finest seen by PCGS. 
Well struck, very frosty, and the finest example we have ever seen. 


The mintage in the early months of 1933 started off with a bang, a total of 312,500 pieces were struck. However, worldwide troubles were 
brewing that would alter the course of many countries. The price of gold had been set artificially ow in the early 1920s for the amount of paper 
money in circulation, By the 1930s pressure was building on various countries gold reserves, the flow of gold lost all balance and international 
transactions saw a dramatic Increase in the flaw of gold away from country after country. In order to stem the tide, most of the European 
countries ceased to honor their prior pledges and "went off" the gold standard. This put further pressure on the countries that remained on a 
‘gold standard. In early 1933 the international pressure focused on the United States, whose tremendous gold reserves were under what seemed 
to be worldwide attack. Armoured cars lined up in New York to take the gold from the reserve banks to the nearby docks bound for overseas as 
‘demand for payment in gold bulion continued. 


March 4, 1933, Franklin D, Roosevelt assumed the presidency of the United States and he took immediate steps to halt this flow of gold out 
of the country. The Great Depression was worsening, and something had to be done. By following other European countries, Roosevelt took 
America off the gold standard, calling in all non numismatic gold coins from the population. A bank holiday was declared and the gold reserves 
were revalued higher at the stroke of his pen. 


“The fist shipment of 1933 eagles had taken place on January 19, 1933. Other shipments followed and some of these were released through the 
normal course of events, up to the day before March 4, 1933 when Roosevelt was inaugurated. This is the open window where people in Amer- 
ica could have obtained a 1933 $10 gold piece and kept it, but given that only 40 so exist today, not many had the wherewithal, time or money 
to purchase one of these before the window was slammed shut. Unlike the 1833 double eagle, which is ilegal to own (other than the singe. 
specimen from the Farouk Collection) it at least is possible to possess this issue. Additional reading can be found in the book Illegal Tender: Gold, 
Greed, and the Mystery of the Lost 1933 Double Eagle by David Tripp.

These majestic coins were the result President "Teddy" Roosevelt demanding improve- 
ments to our coinage. He discussed with the famous sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
as early as 1905 and pleaded with him to assist in designing new coins, to replace the 
“atrocious hideous” coinage then current. Saint-Gaudens had tried to work with the 
Philadelphia Mint before, but always found the institution unwelcoming to outsiders. At 
last Saint-Gaudens had a powerful ally, the President of the United States! What could 
possibly go wrong? Well we all know that story. Soon Saint-Gaudens was producing 
models of incredible coins, with three dimensional relief that simply could not be stru 
Up in a single blow from the dies by even the strongest coining presses. These High 
Relief coins required three to five blows from the dies before they were struck up ad- 
quately, a fact that simply could not be accomplished with any degree of speed. Each 
coin required examination, multiple strikes and time, time which production schedules 
simply did not allow. Meanwhile Saint-Gaudens passed away from a long standing illness 
and seeing his coinage come to fruition was left to his able assistant Henry Herring 

It was through Herring's efforts that these High Relief coins were produced. After ap- 
proximately 11,250 pieces were created, coinage of the High Relief style was halted, 
and soon a greatly reduced, modified and less glorious 1907 double eagle was being 
struck—each just one time—and ready for the mass production that the Philadelphia. 
Mint needed to achieve. Hence these High Relief coins stand as a testament to the artis- 
tic desires of a great sculptor and his assistant, who went against the Mint officials and 
produced what is arguably our most handsome coin.
